money beeamc abundant the price of propertyrose, as it always does under such
circumstances, from"the depreciation of the
money. Then the masses who had means
or credit purchased heavily, thiuking that
the price would still advance, and that they,
by simply holding a short time, could Bell
at a fancy profit, iltit they held too long.
Another great cause of that panic was that
the Hood of, money was so generally distributedamong the people. Thus they,
who lately were held aloof us not responsible,now had money to mako a down payment,nud, by giving a lien on purchased
property, they became the most desirable
purchasers, and, accordingly, tho most
coveted. These purchasers, unwary, and
inexperienced in tho game of business,
were competitors against every wary and
prudent purchaser. The greater tho numberof purchasers tho greater tho competition,aud the greater tho competition the
higher the prices roue; so when the crash
came tho greater was the loss.
Again, as money under tho abovo circumstanceswas so easily gotten, many a

man, judging from what he had amassed in
so short a time, believed that he had at hist
discovered the great aecret of fortune. lie
took prido in his financial ^cumen, and,
couutuig on continued success, paid all he
hud in Uiat fatal down pnymeut and went
iu debt l<)t tl»e balance. Most of the peo-

I>)o having acted the same way, those debts
closed in upon them,and when one of them
was sorely pressed for money he had the
consolation of knowing lhut his neighbors
were in the aamo flx. Another groat cause
was the suddenness with which the money
was thrown out to the people. Ilthcmnww
had not received it sudden!* and slraultaneously,there would hot liafo been tho
competition thero was. If tho boom had
como gradually, the consequent purcliaside
uud debt-making would liavo continued
several years longer, aud tin- maturing of
some of" tho debts would have made a demandfor money,' which, to some extent,would have counteracted the investing
spirit.
Next contraction of tho currency (mostprobably a wiso national measure in tho

end) drew its coils around ii nation of
debtors. Tho avarice of the money lender
preyed upon those whess avarice induced
lliem to buy beyond their means.
Thou came the crash. The Bhylock whowished cheap property begun to press. Tho

pressed debtor pressed those who owed him.
Another class who gave the screw a closer
twist were those who acted from tho principlethat tho most grecdv creditors are
not onty tho surent but the first served,
wimu uiu uiuru leuiciii im«n into uifir
claims. This class acted from tho fear of
1oh3. Hence they wero lew reprehensible
than people sonictiiuetf think. The law
here Deems at fault for offering a premium
to the greedy.
The tendency of thenbovo causcs cannot

be ignored. Now, when theuuiformity of
tho volume of money in greatly disturbed,
let tho wise beware. A regular, uniform
volume of money is tho great desideratum
The capricious changing of the volume ol
any kind of money whatever works injury
to the people. There should bo different
kiudsof money, too, but the amount of
any one kind should be governed by the
demand for the particular use for which
it is peculiarly suited. If this law bo not
observed roino one species of money will
stand at a premium, and another at u discount,be its name or stamp what it may.

We do not exactly get the point of tho

above article. There was no sudden inflationof tho currency. It camoon gradually
through the war and after tho war, reachin"'it* mmtimnm in 1 SilTi. Ttii* rnnlracllnn
referred to occurred in two ways, (1) tiie
refunding of tho temporary certificates and
short obligations of tho Government into
long bonds, and (2) tho improved credit of
the Government by which the premium on

gold fell oil*. The purchasing power of
money iucrensed, and hcnco money becamemore desirable, aniTuuproductive, or
at least unremunerative, real estate, less
desirable. The declino iu real estate set in
about 1SG7, but as the farmers of the land,
is Veil as everybody else, had been educatedto high prices, and believed that .we
would never again sec low pricep, they held
on to their purchases, paid high rates for
money, and also farmed at high prices,
including high living expenses, and got
deeper and deeper into debt. They wero

unwilling to let go of tlieirjpurchases, and
like every body else hungon until the crash
of 1873 shook them loose. That crash
could not have been avoided in the way
our correspondent suggests. An inflation of
credits, such as that was, is never settled by
payment, but largely by bankruptcy and
compromise. There was no market lor the
stuff to be sold except ftn unwilling market
growing out of the relation of debtor aud
creditor. There ha 1 to be a sponging olF
of the slate before a normal market could
be created. This occurred in 1871), after
the premium 011 gold disappeared aud in
consequence of good crops and a good demandfor them, aud has been improving
ever since. We are now apparently in
danger of a fresh inflation and from the
state of things pointed out by our correspondent,viz., the possession of a good
deal of ready money by the
public and a steady inflation of
the currency. Still, there is this to be
said as yet, that there is no excessivo inflationof credits. As long as people buy,
even at high prices, and pay for what they
buy, we cannot have much of a financial
disturbance. But the trouble is that an
inflation of.money begets a speculative
spirit, aud this logically and inevitably
runs into credits. Wo seem to be approachinga speculative era in real estate. Lands
have almost doubled in the Wett
in the lost year or two. As to a mixed currency,referred to by our correspondent,we
have got it to the full extent, and this is
ono of our dangers. We have gold and depreciatedsilver, and greenbacks and nationalbanknotes,and silver certificates and
gold certilicatee. At least one-half the gold
is absorbed by the people, and doesn't
come out, while the silver is shelled out
on all occasions, and, in addition, comes
back like a "bad penny" to the hands of
tho issuer, the Government of the United
Suites. If we keep on importing to the extentof the last nine months, nnd do as little
exporting as wo have done in that time,
we shall probably see gold at a premium
for export, and then our paper will be convertibleinto silver, nnd this country will
ba on a silver basis of 85 cents on the dollar.In that event it will again be a poor
country to produce anything in for sale
abroad, just as any country is that does
business in a currency that enhances the
coat of producing its wheat, corn, pork,cotton,tobacco, and other staples of export.
We may produce on a silver basis, but we
must sell on a gold basis abroad, and this
is a serious difierenco to the farniersof the
United States, and one»that oru lonir mov
